Cover Story 
TWIST CHART 


I’ve been trying for two years to get 
this chart in a form that could be 
published. The original was done by J. J. 
O’Conner when he worked for 
Remington. It has been reproduced and 
printed at least once before by Warren 
Page in Field and Stream 

As far as | know it is the best available 
for modern components. It has one fault. 
It is based on factory bullets used for 
hunting. As a result it is slighlty conser- 
vative in the small calibers and very con- 
servative in the larger calibers when ap- 
plied to bench rest components. This 
means that it will indicate a faster twist 
than is absolutely necessary for superior 
bullets. 

Note by the examples that a .224-.705” 
bullet gives a 14.1” twist when fired at 
about 3200 f/s M.V. This is only slightly 
conservative. Some 15” twists have 
been used with success with this bullet. 
The .284 is very conservative at 9.6” 
twist with the Hornady 162 HPBT Match 
at 2600 since the twists of up to 11” 
seem to work O.K. And of course every- 
one knows the Sierra 168 HPBT Match 
King shoots best in a 14” twist. 

In a previous rundown on bullet ac- 
curacy we said an unbalanced bullet 
flies on a tangent to the twist. For this 
reason the slowest usable twist should 
give the best accuracy results. 

For really superior bullets the chart is 
conservative by about 22% in .30 cal. 
and by about 6.4% in .22 cal.

. The committee formed to investigate 
member voting at the Annual Meet- 
ing recommends the following:

2). Because of this safeguard the 
members should be allowed to vote 
on all items with an executive board 
vote to accept or reject their actions 
on each agenda item following the 
general meeting. 

. The committee formed to investigate 
the disposition of the double 10-1/2 
Ib. rifle situation has recommended 
the following: During the 1982 
100/200 yard International Cham- 
pionships the three classes of rifles 
to be fired will be Heavy Varmint, 
Light Varmint and Heavy Bench.

shoots with no extra fee charged. 
There must be complete reciprocity 
for the agreement to be consum- 
mated. 


. Establish a penalty to be imposed 


for violating the ‘Bolts out of Rifles” 
rule. (Sec. IV item B pg. 12 as 
revised in item 13 of 1979 agenda). 
In reference to Section IV Safety, 
item C Firing, as revised in the 1980 
agenda item 7 flysheet; is the of- 
fending shooter allowed to continue 
firing after the disqualification, and 
if so do his individual targets make 
him eligible for any awards of 
records. 

Increase the target size or at least 
the width between borders for IBS 
300 yard shooting. This would pro- 
vide for fewer disqualifications and 
perhaps better acceptance by the 
shooters for competition at ths dis- 
tance. 

Allow for the IBS minimum barrel 
length to be changed from 18 inches 
to 16 inches. This will provide con- 
formity to federal law. 

Allow the placing of rifles on rests 
between matches provided that the 
“bolts out at all times’ rule is re- 
tained. 

Change the IBS Annual Meeting 
from its present winter date to coin- 
cide with the IBS varmint & sporter 
International Championships. 
Proposal to make M. H. (Mike) 
Walker a life member of IBS in con- 
sideration for what he has done for 
benchrest and all of the people in it. 
Disallow proxy voting at our meet- 
ings. (Art. IV, Sec. 4, Item 2). 

Since match scheduling duties are 
generally completed by that time of 
year, make supervision and coor- 
dination of the International Cham- 
pionships a duty of the first vice 
president.

Ten Years of Progress in 


Accuracy and Benchrest 
Part IV 


by Bob Pease 


Continuing the saga of improved ac- 
curacy and the resultant smaller grouping 
brings us to the item that we listed as 8th 
on our list of contributing factors. While 
many might jump to the defense of barrel 
improvement and want it ranked higher 
on the list | have kept it down in eighth 
spot for only one reason. Barrels were 
already improved tremendously in the 
years just before our ten year period 
started. You'll remember that we already 
had some superb Hart and Shilen barrels 
as well as Garrott and others with us late 
in the 60’s. These were the people that 
had shown the way and only when the 
manufacturers, particularly Remington, 
improved their barrel making standards 
did we see the fruits of the efforts of these 
superb barrel makers from the 60’s. 

You'll remember that it was very early 
in the 70’s that Remington announced the 
40-XBBR version of their custom gun 
shop offering and by then they had a 
stainless steel barrel that would shoot 
well enough to amaze all but the long 
experienced benchrest competitor. | 
seem to remember Jimmie Stekl and Mike 
Walker shooting up a whole lot of the 
matches | went to in 1970, 71, and 72 
using 40-XBBR rifles of Remington 
persuasion. 

There is always a turnover of interest 
in barrel making and some fine craftsmen 
have made their mark along the way and 
contributed to the overall improvement

picture. One can’t help but remembering 
names like Day, Douglas, Pride, Atkin- 
son, and now the later generations of 
Garrott, MacMillan and the new Atkinson 
names all of which have received rec- 
ognition for their efforts. A few others 
have faded from the competitive scene as 
the new ones have moved in and 
sometimes one finds that barrels are 
being made today using the same 
technique and tooling design that had 
either been developed or owned pre- 
viously by earlier counterparts. 
Throughout the entire time period no 
name has been more at the front for 
consistency, reliability and quality than 
Hart Rifle Barrels which is now in its 
second and third generations of 
operation and management. 

The touchy (to write about) item that | 
listed No. 9 on my list was the effect of 
dual organizations within the time frame 
of the past ten years. When IBS split off 
from NBRSA in 1970 there was no one 
more sick at heart than | who lived right 
in the middle of the line of split and had 
friends and attended shoots on both side 
of the perimeter line. For the first time | 
think | felt some empathy with the solider 
of the civil war and intermittently 
predicted the demise of both 
organizations and the end of benchrest 
easily within the decade. It sure wasn’t 
easy for the first couple of years and!Ican 
remember one spring sewing a large 
patch of each organization side by side 
on the back of my shooting coat which | 
proudly wore to nearly twenty matches 
on each side of the ‘war zone’ during that 
summer of intense shooting activity. 
Sometimes hitting two matches on a 
weekend, (Canton, Ohio shot on 
Saturday night and Chippewa, Ohio shot 
on Sunday afternoon) we managed to 
maintain some fine friendships that exist 
yet today when | am 2,000 miles removed 
to the southwest. 


If we learned nothing else, it was that 
shooters are interested in shooting, not 
politics and that there is still a great deal 
of geographical pride in the U.S. yet 
today. IBS shooters worked long and 
hard to build their organization, establish 
their shoots and their ranges while the 
NBRSA worked just as hard at improving 
their shoots and ranges. The Kelbly Rifle 


Range in Ohio, which has become the 
perennial home of the super shoot as well 
as periodic nationals, came about from 
George Kelbly’s personal dedication and 
desire to create a benchrest shooting 
range the equal of the Council Cup Range 
of Bob and Wally Hart. While George was 
building, Bob and Wally were expanding 
and improving and the shooters are the 
people who have benefitted from the end 
result. Yes, there was pride and 
advancement as a result of the split and 
it became evidenced in the efforts of the 
individual shooters, clubs and groups as 
well as the organizations involved. There 
is no way that you can consider all the 
new ranges, shooters and participation 
as anything but a direct and contributed 
result of the split out between |.B.S. and 
the N.B.R.S.A. For one who prepared an 
early obituary for benchrest in the 
beginning of our ten year span it is still an 
amazement to view the progress that has 
been achieved. Today shooters go back 
and forth across the country to matches 
that they wish to attend with little or no 
regard to which organization is 
sponsoring the event and the number of 
people who could even sit down and tell 
you why and how the split took place in 
1970 has dwindled to a comparative few 
and many of those are finding their 
memory getting shorter and shorter 
she Bec thank goodness. 

My No. 9 and No. 10 factors have 
overlapped a bit because the foregoing 
touched not only on the organizational 
contributions but also the resultant 
increase in clubs, ranges and shooters. 
Thus I'll revise my original listing and 
mention the development and popularity 
of hunter class as the tenth most 
contributing factor. If hunter class did 
nothing else in ten years..... it grew, 
and 95% of that growth is reflected in 
NEW shooters. Not too many of the old 
timers reversed their trends and went into 
hunter class. It has been new clubs and 
new ranges as well as new shooters that 
have come as the distinct by-product of 
the hunter class evolution. 

1.B.S. probably started the ball rolling 
when they recognized the top hunter 
class scores on record among their 
shooters as IBS world records and this 
was followed by the acceptance, in 1976, 
of hunter class as a registered segment 
of bench-rest by the NBRSA. The ability 
to get into the game either with a rifle one 
already owns or one that he can go out 
and buy and still use for some other 
purpose has been one of the big drawing 
cards bringing new shooters to get their 
feet wet in the game. The ability to hold 
matches without moving backers and 
trained measuring people’ with 
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semi-sophisticated equipment have 
caused clubs and ranges to hold bench 
rest matches of the hunter class type that 
never would have ventured into any form 
of group shooting. Today one of the most 
popular shoots in all the south, the 
Crawfish Invitational, hosted by the 
Louisiana Cajuns for the Varmint and 
Sporter classes, came about from the 
meager beginnings of Hunter class 
involvement. This same story has been 
repeated in both north and south Texas, 
Colorado, and many other points around 
the country such as Dunhams Bay, 
Englishtown, and others. 

Hunter class shooters are notoriously 
reluctant to travel to matches. One 
reason has been that not too many 
matches held sufficient stature to 
warrant long trips and the other has been 
the reluctance of both organizations to 
get behind Hunter class and make it a 
legitimate part of their concurrent match 
schedule. For some reason, both groups 
are equally guilty of never holding a 
Hunter-one-day, Sporter-the-next or 
Hunter-one-day and heavy- 
Varmint-the-next type of match 
which would induce the shooter who was 
primarily interested in Hunter class to 
travel to a match. Instead the Hunter 
Nationals, regionals and state matches 
are, for the most part, singular events 
that are not conducive to enticing travel. 
Now it may be too late in that travel cost 
is already causing many to become very 
selective about the matches they attend. 

The fact remains that along the way 
over these past ten years many a Hunter 
class shooter in a desire to get out and 
mix it up elsewhere in the shooting world 
has gone into Sporter and Varmint 
classes and thus increased the overall 
participation and interest in the bench 
rest game. 

There you have it, the ten factors that 
| think have contributed most to the 
improvement of accuracy and benchrest 
in the past ten years, maybe not in the 
order of your preference and maybe | 
might have overlooked some other 
contributions that you would have liked to 
have seen listed but | think a careful 
analysis will show that all of these factors 
have been positive in their effect on 
benchrest and accuracy and positive 
thinking is what we need in large doses 
these days.

DECISION TIME 


We have come to a point that requires 
us all to give some thought about what 
to do to eliminate the duplication that has 
developed within the two 10% Ib. rifle 
classes. As pointed out in Dave 
Brennan’s ‘‘Now That You Ask —”’ most 
of our active competitors see the need for 
some sort of change, but as we get into 
the ‘‘what to do”’ area, the rub develops. 
Not only our personal likes and dislikes 
become involved, we can get quite 
emotional about the whole thing which 
can take us down a path of very poor 
decisions. 

The Sporter class was formulated in an 
attempt to get the handloaders that 
were not active in benchrest shooting 
out to the range. There just were not that 
kind of cartridges around that offered the 
desired level of accuracy we want at the 
time, and bullets in 6 MM and up were not 
up to snuff either. The Sporter class had 
some painful growing to do. During the 
period 61 - 64 the NBRSA Directors were 
asking clubs to hold matches for the 
Sporter to get it off the ground. At the 
Kansas State shoot in 1964, Sporter was 
included and a full set of awards acquired 
for Sporter as well as Heavy Varmint and 
Heavy Bench. As | recall, three com- 
petitors showed up for Sporter and it 
doesn’t take much smarts to figure out 
that the club lost it’s butt on that one! 

But several years later, the 6 MM got 
off the ground, with a workable and 
acceptable case along with a small 
supply of the quality of bullets it takes to 


get the job done. Sporter, during the past. 


decade, has come alive and has become 
the 6 MM class. | have seen darn little 
developmental work with cases, calibers 
or bullets in any other areas. We have 
become as stagnated as a swamp. 

In reviewing Dave Brennan’s report, | 
note that seven people asked about it 
want to go down in weight. That turns me 
off simply because | don’t see what we 
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can learn from that. An unsleeved action, 
turned down barrel and we about have it, 
knowing full well that the rifle will shoot 
as well as a 10% Ib. rifle with but some 
added ability to control the rifle on the 
sand bags. Seven want to go up in weight 
to something like twenty pound limit. | 
picture here a heavy varmint rifle with a 
1.250” barrel unturned and perhaps 
some lead slugs in the butt to offer some 
balance to the whole rig. What | see in the 
finished product is a benchrest rifle being 
shot by all along about 1952-55. That 
would appear to be a thirty year step 
backwards. What can we learn or de- 
velop with such a rifle? Nothin! 

We are never, in my life time, going to 
get the Heavy Benchrest Rifle into our 
four day championship. | was happy as 
a pup when the fine turn out at Council 
Cup showed up this year for the Heavy 
Championship. but the great number of 
active competitors here in the east who 
don’t care for the Heavy Benchrest Rifle 
class and are turned off by the stands 
under many of these rifles will but hurt the 
kind of attendance we all want at a 


championship. It becomes very apparent 


we can’t make everyone happy, so 
perhaps we might look at what kind of 
criterion we should establish before 
making a final decision on the issue. We 
might also keep in mind that the com- 
petitors ten or twenty years from now will 
make a factual critique of our actions. 
With all the input from our Varmint 
Sporter Championship and the factual 
reporting of Brennan on the subject, the 
old brain cells have been kicking the 
whole thing around without much prog- 
ress. Well, when all things fail, pull out the 
old rule book. Page 2, Objectives; ‘‘The 
development and encouragement of 
uniform competition to achieve extreme 
accuracy in firearms, ammunition, 
equipment and shooting methods”’. And 
lo and behold, on page 2 of the NBRSA 


rule book it sez; Objectives; ‘“‘The de- 
velopment and encouragement of ex- 
treme accuracy in rifles; ammunition, 
equipment and shooting methods’. 

So, ask I, are any of the offered 
possible changes going to expand on the 
rather remarkable progress over the past 
thirty five years? Are we going to learn 
anything? Are we going to develop 
anything new not already known? | don’t 
think so. 

Of course the reader knows I’m trying 
to take him someplace with another idea. 
Well, I'm going to share that with you 
right now. It’s not new, because it’s been 
done before. And it would cause some 
level of growing pains. But at some point 
in the future, we'll know some things we 
don’t know now. 

| suggest we leave all classes, weights 
and other specifications as now written, 
but change only the Sporter minimum 
caliber to .250”’ or larger. 

There are already any number of cases 
that can be reformed into new ideas and 
applications. Bullet development would 
become a new ball game. With our newly 
found ability of changing barrels at will, 
the outlay for another rifle is not required. 
We use the Sporter class in the same 
manner we did to acquire our present 
level of performance in the 6MM. The 
Light Varmint class should not be hurt, as 
| see it, by the addition of the 6MM. The 
clubs will have a problem perhaps with 
Sporter attendance for a time, but this | 
suspect would change in time as in the 
case of the Sporter in the past. But first 
and foremost, we would again be in a 
learning situation; and according to the 
implied meaning of our rule book, is what 
this game is all about. 

Mike Walker’s answer to Dave 
Brennan’s question might stand some 
review. His key words, for me, were 
“developmental work’. No one knows 
better than friend Walker what that is all 
about, what along and sometimes painful 
pull it can be and how much major 
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progress has been made since he was a 
young, active developer at Remington. 
And don’t let the gray hair fool you; he’s 
still at it. The grand duke of benchrest, 
Homer Culver, continues to show up at 
matches with a new cartridge or bullet. 
Back in the days when Doc Garcelon had 
hair and Ralph Stolle didn’t have the little 
pot up front, there was some mighty 
active developmental work going on by 
these and hundreds of others that have 
brought us to this moment of decision. 
Let’s hope we make the decision that will 
push us onward to the same kind of 
knowledge and effectiveness! 

If most competitors and members feel 
we simply must have a three gun, four day 
championship, and that seems to be a 
major sticking point, increasing the cal- 
iber minimum level would seem to me to 


be the best chance of advancing ben- 
chrest equipment and shooting. If a three 
gun, four day championship is found to be 
unnecessary, we can simply establish a 
single 10% lb. class and remove caliber 
restrictions. But as Mike Walker has 
pointed out in his remarks to Dave, we 
can expect developmental work to be 
about the same as the current stagnated 
status. 

Agree or not, we best all put aside our 
personal likes and dislikes and think 
about the sport and it’s future. Make your 
presence known at the Annual Meeting. 
This item will be a major item and of 
importance to all of us. If you simply can’t 
make the meeting, get word to your 
Director or a member of the Board before 
that meeting and offer your thinking on 
the matter. Last call is now! 


“HANDBOOK OF 
METALLIC CARTRIDGE RELOADING” 


by Edward Matunas 


Like many of my contemporaries, | 
have a fair number of reloading manuals 
and books on the subject of reloading, 
some of the latest editions and others 
that date back thirty or more years. With 
the exception of the out of print classic, 
“‘Complete Guide to Handloading’’ by the 
late Philip B. Sharpe, few cover all the 
aspects of reloading in any depth. All are 
good, and often parts of these publica- 
tions are short or long on advanced 
factors of the hobby. 


From Winchester Press, 1421 South 
Sheridan, P.O. Box 1260, Tulsa, OK 
74101 comes ‘‘Handbook of Metallic 
Cartridge Reloading’ by Edward Ma- 
tunas. After reading it cover to cover, | 
think that every person that buys a re- 
loading press and a set of dies for rifle or 
pistol should have a copy. Following the 
procedures written, the finished reload 
will be of the best quality, and any number 
pitfalls that are often worked through 
during the initial stages of developing 
knowhow will be bypassed. In addition, 
there is a section for advance study on 
the subject. 


The text is broken down into sections: 
Fundamentals, Components, Theory, 
(which holds a chapter on Benchrest 
reloading), Loading data and a glossary. 
Within each section are a number of 
charts of interest, all well researched and 
useful, but more important, very easy to 
extract required data. For example, the 
chapter ‘‘Powders’’ has a handy chart 
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that lists just about every cartridge we 
might be interested in and lists the 
powders made by Dupont, Hodgdon, 
Winchester and Hercules that will give 
acceptable performance in a selected 
case. In the chapter ‘‘Fundamentals”’ is 
a chart that offers all the critical data on 
each case. These and the other charts 
throughout are easy to extract data from 
with little chance of error. 

The quality of the volume, print and 
pictures, are of top quality. The pages 
measure 8’’ X 101%2’’, and there are 260 
pages. 

Not only are jacketed bullets given full 
attention, there is a chapter covering the 


making and use of cast bullets for both 
rifle and handgun. After reading and 
reviewing this chapter, a green beginner 
will not only learn the right way to cast 
lead bullets, but how to reload them into 
a pet rifle and obtain accuracy. 

A chapter on the subject of ball powder 
manufacture is filled with excellent 
photos and text on how modern ball 
powders come about. 

For those that are old hands in the 
reloading game, this is a fine addition to 
other books and reloading manuals that 
might be at hand. It is a useful reference 
volume on any reloading bench. 

Author Edward Matunas is a know- 
ledgeable ballistician. He has a back- 
ground in engineering, has designed 
bullets and reloading accessories, a 
working gunsmith. He has been a Di- 
rector of the National Reloading Manu- 
facturers Association. He has an easy to 
read and follow style of writing. The 
chapter on reloading procedures can be 
used as a checklist and offers a fine start 
for the newcomer to handloading. He has 
written other books, and Winchester 
Press reports that Matunas’s ‘‘American 
Ammunition and Ballistics’ is a best 
seller. 

One of the most important aspects of 
benchrest shooting, either in competition 
or in private non-competitive shooting, is 
doing things right and understanding the 
importance of each component for top 
rifle performance. Those who reload for 
best performance while hunting will find 
the contents of this volume an eye opener 
as to bullet performance in respect to 
accuracy. The reloading data is as 
complete as any current reloading 
manual both for rifle and handgun. 

| suspect that ‘‘Handbook of Metallic 
Cartridge Reloading’’ will become a fu- 
ture classic on the subject.

What’s wrong with chambering rifles 
so that cases are interchangeable? After 
all | thought the name of the this game 
was Precision & Uniformity.

| found | had left my cases home. | just 
borrowed 10 cases from Joe Winters 
whose barrel | had done a couple of 
weeks previously. | think | made 2nd or 
3rd place, but those cases didn’t know 
they were being shot in a different cham- 
ber. They went right back into Joe’s 
chamber when | finished the match. 

I’m sure of one thing — my customers 
are a lot safer and | sleep better knowing 
that the guns that leave here are within 
safe limits. 

For example l’ve had some rifles 
(P.P.C.’s) in the shop that were over ano 
go gauge by as much as .014-.016”. Also 
there was so much space between the 
bolt and the barrel as to cause a ‘“‘belt”’ 
on the base of the case. The P.P.C. is no 
magnum but these sure looked like that. 

| guess using a case for a gauge is 
O.K. as long as you’re the one that 
shoots the rifle, and know your cases.

I’m willing to bet my best hat that Jerry 
and Wally Hart use gauges and their ri- 
fles have won a heck of a lot of matches. 

| just had a 6x47 of Mike Walker’s in 
here. It was ‘‘barrel glued” into a wood 
stock. It was within gauge specs on H.S. 
— took a “go” but not a “no-go”’. 
Remember that one Mike? Whether or 
not you used a gauge it was “‘in there.” 

| believe there are some wildcat cham- 
bers that should be checked with the 
case such as .257 Roberts gauge for ex- 
ample, where the shoulder angle is 
changed. There should be arrather heavy 
feel on a case when the bolt is closed. 
However, if the receiver and gauges are 
correct and the chamber minimum, the 
bolt should close with a ‘‘feel’’ condition 
on the ‘‘go”’ gauge, for sake of unifor- 
mity. 


Neck turning cases: Mike’s method of 
lathe turning is great and | use it on 
some cases. However, there are many 
good neck turners available; Hart, Mar- 
quert, Pindell and others. These will do a 
fine smooth job when cases are properly 
prepared. | use one made by C.P.S. — 
has a micrometer on it to simplify ad- 
justments. It’s a fine tool but practically 
impossible to get — too bad! | could sell 
a bunch. | do not turn the cases with the 
hand turn clamp, however. | make little 
aluminum collets, insert the case in this 
and the collet in the 3 jaw lathe chuck 
and let the lathe do the work. These col- 
lets could also be used in a 1/2” or 5/8” 
drill chuck. I’m lazy and will go to no 
ends to avoid work. 


Been thinking of a good slogan for 
NBRSA-IBS.

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The Glue In (Yes or No) 


by Jim Meyer 


This is a topic that as time has gone on, 
has seen more people come to agree with 
it than change from it back to the con- 
ventional bolt in method. This is not to 
say that if a rifle is glued together, it will 
automatically shoot good. Everything still 
has to be assembled expertly. 

The method that | use goes like this. 
After the barrel is chambered and in- 
stalled on the receiver, it is laid in the 
stock with two pieces of rubber stripping 
laid in the barrel channel under the barrel. 
One at the front of the stock, the other 
just ahead of the receiver. Strips of in- 
nertube work really well. This will give 
ample clearance for the barrel on final 
assembly. 

Next, check the receiver or sleeve and 
make sure that there is ample room 
around the receiver for the bedding 
material. Personal preference on my part 
is at least 1/16 inch. If a plain receiver is 
used, | take short set screws and put 
them in the receiver, mark them, and turn 
the threads off up to this point. These will 
give a definite location spot when the 
receiver is finally glued in. If a round 
sleeve is used, | mill a 3/8 slot down the 
length of the sleeve for this same reason. 
On a square sleeve this is not necessary, 
but | do put a thickness of masking tape 
on the sides of the sleeve for clearance 
for the glue when it is finally glued in. 

Next the rifle is bedded with the rubber 
strips under the barrel to assure that 
there is clearance. To do this, place the 
stock in a vise so that you can get aclamp 
at the central point between the receiver 
and the front end of the stock. Next get 
the stock level. By this | mean level the 
stock length ways on the top line of the 
forend and cross ways by the bottom of 
the forend. Rough up all areas to be 
bedded (drill holes in this area also), put 
ample release agent on all parts to be 
bedded, and drop it in. Clamp barrel to 
stock midway between the two rubber 
strips (very gently so as not to put much 
tension on the receiver). Next level the 
receiver into the stock sideways. | do this 
by placing a level on a scope base block 
and level it up with the stock. This keeps 
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everything square so that your scope 
isn’t leaning off to one side. | use Devcon 
F-2 bedding material, but any good 
bedding material will do. Let it dry 
overnight. 


Next day, remove from stock and clean 
up the barrel and receiver assembly. 
Make mortise cuts for trigger, trigger 
guard, and bolt handle. Drill trigger pin 
holes. Next, fill, prime, and paint the 
stock. with a pencil mark lines on the 
receiver along the top of the stock. The 
Eagle Verithin Silver 753 pencil works 
exceptionally well on blued receivers. 
Take the receiver out of the stock and 
with a checkering file, extra coarse emery 
cloth, or what have you, rough up the 
underside of the receiver or sleeve up to 
just under the pencil lines. Next, rough 


up the receiver bedding area with some 
60 grit emery cloth. Be patient, you’re 
almost home now. 

Next wash the receiver free of grease, 
oil, or wax. For this | use acetone. Wipe 
out the bedded area with acetone on a 
rag being careful not to get any on the 
paint. Put a thin coat of your favorite glue 
on both the receiver and the bedded area 
and install it in the stock. Next, pull it into 
place with a ‘‘C’’ clamp. This has to be 
done very carefully so as not to marr the 
paint job. As soon as It is in place, remove 
the ‘‘C’’ clamp. Now remove the excess 
glue that has pushed .up around the 
receiver. For this, | use a popsicle stick 
that has been shaped like a chisel on a 
griding wheel and a rag. That’s all there 
is to it. | like to let it set for 48 hours before 
screwing the barrel back on. 

I’m not saying that the glue job is the 
only way to go, but it makes a rifle tend 
to be more maintenance free, and for my 
money, I’m in agreement with them.

Thoughts While Waiting for the 
Mirage to Clear.....

In the August 1971 issue of Precision 
Shooting — about ten years ago, give or 
take a tad, yours truly had an article 
entitled, ‘‘We Need’, and specifically 
pointed out three needs of the bench rest 
world, as | saw them: 

1) ‘‘We need a higher velocity cartridge, 
in the 3700 f.p.s. range, based on dif- 
ferent brass than the .222”. 

2) ‘‘We needa new cartridge for sporter 
class, with more velocity than the 
standard 6x47. Dave Hall’s improved 
6x47 is a step in the right direction’. 

3) ‘‘The need for a cartridge bigger than 
the 6MM, but smaller than .30, for both 
Sporter and Heavy Varmint. This will 
probably be the last of the three needs to 
be filled, as first we are going to have to 
have a match bullet available in either 
.264 or .283”’. 

Looking back over the three needs, 
number two was filled admirably by the 
6MM PPC. Number one can be taken care 
of by the .22PPC, although in 1971 noone 
could have foreseen the decline in the .22 
caliber tube that was to take place over 
the next ten years. Only need number 3 
still exists in big red letters, plain for all 
to see. When someone comes up with a 
bona-fide match bullet in .264 or .283, he 
is going to really have something of value, 
and | hope it’s soon. 

As | write this, in mid-September, the 
long-awaited 135 grain .30 caliber bullets 
from GTB are not yet available, due to 
difficulties in getting the dies from the die 
maker, and that delay has been a dis- 
appointment to several of us who had 
hoped to try it out over the summer. 


On to other matters. | spent a good deal 
of time going over the equipment listing 
of the top 20 in Heavy Varmint and Light 
Varmint at the South Creek 4th of July 
match. Why that one? Conditions were 
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ideal for record-level shooting, with a 
gentle rain falling throughout the two 
days, effectively curtailing the mirage, 
and reducing the wind gusts, which have 
been known to be tricky at this range (to 
put it mildly). Thus, the shooting results 
could be looked to for a good barometer 
of equipment success, whereas a match 
fired under lousy conditions tends to 
reflect much more the skill of the 
shooters. By no means am | disparaging 
the shooting skill of the South Creek 
winners, because no matter how good 
the conditions, somebody still has to 
decide to shoot ‘‘now’’. That being made 
clear, let’s look at the top 20 guns in Light 
Varmint and Heavy Varmint. That should 
total 40, right? Wrong, one fellow fired a 
6MM PPC at 100 yards, and a .22 PPC 
at 200 yards, thereby goofing up all the 
equipment statistics ..... I'll getcha for 
this, R. Murray, sooner or later. 

First, caliber selection. Fifteen or 
twenty in Heavy Varmint chose 6MM 
PPC, while five chose the .22 PPC. In 
Light Varmint, out of twenty-one rifles 
(see previous unfavorable comments 
about R. Murray), there were two of .22 
PPC type, eighteen of 6MM PPC, and one 
fellow actually had a 6MM BR. Holy cow, 
not a single .222, nor 6x47, nor .308! The 
short, fat cases marked SAKO have a 
complete strangle-hold on the firing line, 
their acceptance by the clan is complete 
and overwhelming. It’s success level is 
such, however, as to have brought about 
an end to wildcatting and experimenta- 
tion in our ranks, and that’s too bad. 

It’s darn difficult to make an action 
comparison, because many of the 
shooters do not specify if their Remington 
actions are sleeved or not. We can tell 
this much however: There were 7 Hall 
actions, 5 Hart actions, 4 Wichitas, 1 
CPS, 1 Detsch, and 23 Remington ac- 
tions (of which only 4 were positively 
identified as being sleeved). Conclusions: 
None really, except that the custom 
actions seem to be alive and well today, 
and while a bit expensive, there are still 
those who appreciate them, your writer 
included. A number of them are still being 
manufactured today .... the Hart, the 
Hall, the Shilen, the Wichita, and the 
Stolle, all being turned out in sufficient 


numbers to justify the phrase ‘‘in 
production’. 

On to scopes. There were 19 Leupold 
36 scopes, 5 Leupold 24 scopes, 5 
Leupold-Sieberts of varying power 
ranging from 24 to 30. There was only 
one stock Lyman, which was a 25 power, 
but there were 11 Lyman-Siebert 
conversions, up to 40 power. For the 
heck of it, | decided to do a little research, 
and pulled out my records for the 
September 1971 match at Johnstown. In 
the equipment listing for all competitors 
in the two classes (not just top 20), there 
were exactly three scopes of 30 power — 
all the rest were 25 power or lower, 
usually 20 power, which easily 
outnumbered all others. The three 
shooters were Bob Hart, Gerry Southard, 
and myself. So if all else goes to blazes 
in my life, | can always look back at this, 
and tell myself that | was a pioneer. 
Conclusions: Leupold seems to have a 
winner in their new 36 power, and Wally 
Seibert still has a lot of customers for his 
optical work. 

On to barrels. There were 3 Atkinson 
barrels, and 3 Scherer barrels (both of 
which are cut-rifling process), 1 Douglas 
barrel (ah, memories of bye-gone days!), 
and 34 Hart barrels. Conclusions: There 
appears to be no slackening of the 
shooter’s confidence in Old Reliable. 

Gunsmith: Quite an assembly of names 
here, but those with two or more rifles to 
their credit include: CPS-3, CR & PJ 
Hart-4, R. W. Hart & Son-3, Hart (not 
clear which)-2, Masker-6, Miller-3, 
Kempfer-2, Bob White-2, Pindell-3, 
Mitch-2, Chrisman-2. Conclusion: There 
are enough gunsmiths obviously capable 
of building a competitive rifle that you 
don’t have to put up with ‘‘a year or 
more”’ delivery time. 

Loads — No way am | going to try to 
deal with this, except to say that 37 
shooters used H322, 2 used 4895, 1 
wealthy fellow used N201, and one fellow 
kept his load all to himself. Conclusion: 
Doesn’t anyone read NBRSA results? 
Some of those people use 4198, you 
know! 

Bullets — Another hard one to in- 
ventory, but here goes. Ocock bullets-7, 
Hart-2, Remington-7, Bruno-4, Detsch-4, 
Euber-5, Malsby-3, and Brawand-2. 
Conclusion: A steadily emerging group of 
good bullet makers. 

Primers — Everybody used Federals. 
Conclusion: Let’s all make our own next 
year, just for the fun of it. New rule: All 
contestants will use home-made primers 
in 1982. What fun! First fellow that gets 
a shot that even goes off wins the match 
— one hour time limit at the bench — no 
fair using lit matches to fire the shot. 
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Special trophy to anyone who hits the 
target, no matter where. 

Memories from the Johnstown Na- 
tionals — Some of the best stories | 
heard at Johnstown started with, ‘‘One 
time when | was shooting in Kansas City 
with Larry Engelbrecht....’’. You’re new 
to bench-resting if you don’t recognize 
the lead line of a Rick Hornbeck story! 
Yours truly did his loading next to Seely 
Masker, and spent all four days har- 
rassing Seely about the cost of Norma 
201 powder, which is what Seely reli- 
giously shoots, to the exclusion of all 
others. In the final stages of the com- 
petition, | believe that Seely was now 
flinching, when he squeezed the trigger, 
at the thought of all that money being 
burned in his barrel. If you can’t 
out-shoot’em, you gotta out-psyche ‘em! 
A.nice young fellow named Bob Pearsall 
was on the other side of our loading area, 
with his family. It was his first registered 
match, with a new Seely Masker 6MM 
PPC, and after the 100 yard Heavy 
Varmint stage, he wandered over and 
related, ‘‘l fired a flat .200 aggregate, 
which probably wasn’t too bad for my 
first match. How did you do?”’ Since | was 
busy brooding over a .314 agg that 
probably didn’t make the top 100, Mr. 
Pearsall was driven down the hill with 
sticks, stones, empty beer cans, and a 
host of obscure curses and maledictions. 
Gordie Euber was doing some fine 
shooting with a 30-inch barrel job whose 
exterior looked sort of like the Alcan 
Highway, or the Burma Road. Seems as 
if Myles Hollister and he put the darn thing 
onone night after chambering, just to test 
it, and the darn thing shot so well that 
Gordie was just unwilling to take it off 
there-after. Another advantage is that 
the darn thing reaches half-way to the 
targets. Howie Levy has a group of 
friends who follow his results closely 
when he’s hot, and with Howie winning 
the Heavy Varmint class, these fellows 
were sort of besides themselves ... at 
one stage, one of them came roaring up 
to my loading area and blurted out, 
“Howie’s agging in the zeros at this 
stage!’’, sort of an unsettling statement 
until you realized that only one record 
group had been fired ‘‘at this stage’. 
Even so, things didn’t get too much 
worse, as Howie blasted the previous 
100 yard aggregate record to blazes and 
back. A real shame was what happened 
to Ed Phillips ..... drive up from Texas, 
and then have a primer hang fire that 
naturally hit on his record target ..... the 
darn thing went off just as he was starting 
to lift the bolt handle to extract the 
troublesome round. Something like that 
may happen once in a lifetime, and it’s a 
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heart-breaker if you drive 2,000 miles to 
meet that fate. The 100 yard stage of 
Heavy Varmint was shot in excellent 
shooting conditions, and just about 
everyone and his brother was in ‘‘the 
twos’’. But for the 200 yard stage the 
next day, things were a different story, 
and several very talented shooters found 
themselves staring through their scopes 
at their targets and mumbling, ‘‘that’s 
gotta be a crossfire, that shot way the 
heck out of the group’’.... it wasn’t. 
Finally, | briefly return to the rather 
popular subject of the third gun in three 
gun aggregate. There has been quite a 
reaction to previous articles on this 
subject, all of it friendly, even if disa- 
greeing with me, and that’s fine by me. 
Technical arguments should remain that 
way, technical; not personal. No matter 
what way the decision goes, I’ll support 


it and I'll shoot in the darn class in 1982 . 


if we have the class on the road by that 
time. Had a phone call from Alan Hall the 
other evening, and Alan had some very 
intelligent reasons to put forward why he 
favored a 20-25 pound ‘‘cruiser’’ gun as 
the third class. He was very emphatic 
about the dual qualifications of sandbag 
rests and ten shot groups for the class. 
He made the point that we are getting 
pretty darn small groups right now with 
light varmint guns, which often are ca- 
pable of shooting very competitively with 
the heavy varmint class. Alan feels that 
if we use five shot groups for the cruiser 
class, we'll have the same problem, and 
on a given afternoon, we could find 
ourselves with a fellow with a hot ten and 
a half pounder tearing up the cruiser 
class. But, make it ten shot groups and 
that requirement will take care of the 
lighter gun possibility quite effectively. 
Alan feels that we have to have ten shot 
groups to keep the lighter guns out and 
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have a bona-fide cruiser class; he feels 
that a 20-25 pounder just will not shoot 
that much better than our present varmint 
classes for five shots. But ten shots is an 
entirely different kettle of fish! He also 
feels that a requirement for a heavy 
varmint class stock is too restrictive, and 
should be broadened to allow shooters 
who wish to ‘‘get serious’’ about the 
class to have a better range for their 
developmental skills. 


A case can be made for the other 
possibilities as well ... a caliber restric- 
tion, a nine pound class, a 20 pound 
class, and while | personally don’t like the 
idea, the heavy bench. The survey that | 
took of forty shooters at Johnstown 
found a lot of shooters saying, ‘‘but I'll go 
along with whatever we decide on.’’ You 
can’t ask much more than that! 

P.S. If there was anything in the past 
20 years that was a major set-back to 
male lib, it was the 1981 Powder Puff 
Tournament at the Johnstown champi- 
onships. We will agree in advance that 
the weather conditions were extremely 
favorable that Saturday, and I’ll even go 
further, any say that conditions were very 
mild in the late afternoon, when the 
Powder Puff was fired. Men, you can see 
that I’ve done all! can to build up the case 
for OUR SIDE of the argument. | don’t 
have the exact statistics in front of me as 
| write this, but | seem to recall the first 
three groups were approximately .165, 
.185, and .200, in that order. | can re- 
member, afterwards, standing next to a 
well-known shooter, who said with some 
emotion, ‘‘if there wasn’t a blankety-blank 
moving backer behind those targets, | 
wouldn't believe those groups!”’ If only 
Virginia Slims cigarettes had been there 
... you know, the ones whose ads Say, 
“You've come a long way ....’’. 
fa eee

The scores tell the story. Ten years ago no one would 
ever have thought them possible. As recent as five years ago they would have been 
doubtful. Look at the three perfect scores fired by Feltman and Lockhart of 
Alaska and Masker of Dunhams Bay. All four clubs are to be congratulated for 
a maximum total effort and a fine season shootoff. 
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LARRY ENGELBRECHT WINS UNLIMITED NATIONALS 


There’s just no other way about it. 
After 20 10-shot groups over five days 
the winner of the Big Gun Championship 
is the real winner. A shooter can get hot 
for perhaps all of one day and zoom to 
the top but when the last shot has been 
fired and the scores are totaled it’s the 
shooter who plugged away successfully 
from the first 100-yard group on the first 
day right down to the last that is the win- 
ner. 

Larry Engelbrecht did just that in win- 
ning the 1981 NBRSA Unlimited Cham- 
pionship at New Braunfels in August. To 
start with to shoot ANYTHING decent 
over a long haul at New Braunfels is an 
accomplishment. But to do it, and well, 
for four days is almost amazing. 

In capturing the Championship, Lar- 
ry’s first in 22 years of bench rest shoot- 
ing, he was consistant throughout. He 
was second in the first day of 100-yard 
competition, third the second day; which 
in turn gave him first place in the 100- 
yard Aggregate. In the 200-yard com- 
petition he was first on the first day and 
second the next, giving him runnerup 
honors in the 200-yard Aggregate. 

His Grand Aggregate was an im- 
pressive .4475 and more than enough for 
a comfortable victory. Larry’s best 
finishes in past competition were a pair 
of second places in the Unlimited Grand 
Aggregates — coming in 1972 and 1974. 

Jef Fowler, fresh off his second 
straight NBRSA Sporter/Varmint title the 
week before, was second in the Grand 
with a .4679, Manley Oakly was third 
with .4700. Orlin Gilkerson was fourth 
with .4872 and Howard Dietz, fifth with 
4987. 

Engelbrecht, an aircraft engineer from 
Wichita, Kansas, used his old familiar 
.222 McMillan barrel with a Stolle action 
and Unertal 24X scope. He loaded 25.2 
grains of H-335 with his own 52-grain 
bullets. He was also his own gunsmith 
and stocker. 

FIRST DAY — 100 YARDS 

Fowler was the leader the first day 
with a .3234 aggregate on groups of 
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Larry Engelbrecht collects his winning trophy from Howard Dietz for capturing 
NBRSA Unlimited Championship. 


.247, .2255, .451, .358 and .306. 
Engelbrecht was second with a .3646, 
followed by Jerry Rogers with .3824, 
Stan Buchtel with a .3920 and, in fifth 
place, Bill Minneman with .4168. Fowler 
fired a6PPC McMillan barrel with a Hall 
action and Lyman-Siebert 30X scope, 
along with 26 grains of 4198 and his own 
63-grain bullets. 
SECOND DAY — 100 YARDS 

Ed Watson led the field the second 
day, firing a .3314. He had groups of 
328, .212, .553, .282, and .282. Manley 
Oakley was second with .3660, followed 
by Engelbrecht with .3848 and Warren 
Stephens with .3888. Art Freund with 
fifth with .3890. Watson used 6PPC Hart 
barrel with a sleeved Remington action 
and Lyman-Siebert 30X scope. He 
loaded 25.5 grains of 4198 with his own 
62.5-grain bullets. 


100-YARD GRAND 

This gave Engelbrecht the champion- 
ship with a .3747 Grand Aggregate. Wat- 
son was second with .3807. Third place 
went to Rogers with a .3858, followed by 
Oakley with .3930 and Fowler in fifth with 
4044. 

FIRST DAY — 200 YARDS 

Engelbrecht was the winner here. He 
started off with a 1.411, followed by a 
.814 and 1.389 and then finished very 
strong with a pair of 6’s — .665 and .611 
for a .4890 aggregate. Fowler was sec- 
ond with a .4956. Third place went to 
Tony Cypert with a .5547. Howard Dietz 
was fourth with .5595 and Ken Gilbert, 
fifth with .5790.
